possib le all dampness, au d what few 
cement b locks I have u sed on my b u ild­ 
ings have b een more or less porou s. 
They wou ld ab sorb moistu re, and hi 
wet weather to a degree which wou ld 
allow’ It to go throu gh the b lock, even 
thou gh the b locks had considerab le 
hollow space for circu lation. 
It Is pos­ 
sib le that if the b locks were made with 
a very large proportion of cement and 
a little sand this might to a certain 
degree b e overcome. 
Bu t 1 w’ou ld 
u nder no circu mstances u se them for 1 
pou ltry hou ses or advise others to do 
so.—S. S. in Ru ral New Yorker. 


Bo ll Weev il Pro blems. 
All stu deu ts of the prob lem of b oll 
weevil control have agreed that in the 
prevention of su ccessfu l hib ernation 
lies the most effectu al means of redu c­ 
ing the nu mb ers of the weevil and pre 
venting inju ry the next season. Two 
methods are advooated—first, the de­ 
stru ction of the stalks in the fall as 
early as possib le, and, second, rotation 
of the cotton crop, planting on land 
not In cotton the previou s year and as 
far from su ch lau d as Is possib le.—E 
Dwight Sanderson.

Way of Preparing.—Soak the ham 
over night in cold water. Drain it, pu t 
it in a kettle, cover it with fresh cold 
water and b oil it slowly two hou rs. 
Tou r off the w’.nter, skin the ham, 
cover again with b oiling water and 
cook slowly for one more hou r. 
Drain this water off again and pou r 
over you r ham one qu art of madeira 
wine and enou gh b oiling w ater to b are­ 
ly cover the 1mm. Boil slowly for orjo 
hou r. Remove from the fire and allow 
it to cool la the liqu or. 
When cold 
drain off the liqu or and trim tlie ham 
into n nice shape. Keep the liqu or.

till American bu siness**ahT tu elnos- 
perity which rests on that and the 
confidence u pon which both are bu ild­ 
ed shall be solid from base to ridge­ 
pole, withou t a leaky shingle in the 
roof or a cru mbling stone in fou nda­ 
tion or wall. 
That all this shall be 
done and that this nation shall grow 
in righteou s strength and wisdom, 
earning its self-respect and the re­ 
spect of all the world—this is the 
large and simple pu rpose of the Amer­ 
ican millions and of Theodore Roose­ 
v elt, their president. 
“In ev ery great mov ement like this 
there is a period of hesitation and 
weakening cou rage. In the Rev olu tion 
Washington and his patriots were im­ 
periled by the cabal and intrigu e 
arou nd them as mu ch as by British 
mu skets in their front. 
Bu t Wash­ 
ington went on with his work, and the 
cau s© of liberty triu mphed. 
In Lin­ 
coln’s day the war was not half ov er 
till ev en loy al men despaired and said 
of the seceding states, ‘Let the erring 
sisters go.’ 
A national conv ention 
nominated General McClellan u pon a 
platform which declared that ‘the w7ar 
1s a failu re.’ 
Bu t again, the heart of 
ere people and tile IV Pm rn offal lead r 
prov ed equ al to the times, and the 
cau se of the nation was v ictoriou s. 
“So the faint of heart in the present 
mov ement hav e precedent for their 
timidity ; bu t the stou t of heart hav e 
precedent for their cou rage, and more 
—they also hav e the prophecy of su o 
cess. 
There is still work ahead. 
Af­ 
ter we elect ou r president we will re­ 
v ise ou r tariff; any man in any party 
who proposes tariff rev ision on the 
ev e of a national election is either too 
u ninformed or too insincere to be 
tru sted. 
Any tariff rev ision u nsettles 
somewhat the legitimate bu siness of 
the cou ntry , bu t a tariff rev ision be­ 
fore a presidential election wou ld pro­ 
long 
that 
distu rbance 
for 
ru inou s 
months. 
Meanwhile a tariff commis­ 
sion shou ld gather the facts and hav e 
them ready for congress. 
“We mu st amend the railway rate 
law at notnts where it js defectiv e. 
We mu st make modern the Sherman 
law, which now shackles honest enter­ 
prise becau se it does not fit present 
conditions. 
We mu st prev ent ov er­ 
capitalization and the swindling for 
which it fu rnishes opportu nity and ex ­ 
cu se. 
We mu st driv e the canal to 
completion and improv e the nation’s 
waterway s that the people may hav e 
the transportation designed by natu re. 
“And we mu st and will end the in­ 
famy and shame of child labor in this 
repu blic. 
Those who say that it is 
u nconstitu tional for the nation to stop 
this national ev il deny the au thority 
of the su preme cou rt itself and the 
v alidity of a dozen similar laws al­ 
ready on the statu te books. 
We Re­ 
pu blicans regard the constitu tion as 
Marshall regarded It—the chart of 
progress, not the shield of w rong. 
“Ou r platform and ou r candidates 
mu st personify the mov ement of the 
times—one of those mov ements which 
as history show's, comes to free peo 
pies abou t ev ery forty y ears apart and 
which nev er is defeated till its pu r- , 
pose is accomplished. It is u seless to 
sou nd the ancient war cries—finless to , 
shou t mere party names and party 
catch-words. The American people to­ 
day want to know not so mu ch wheth­ 
er a measu re or candidate is Demo 
cratlc or Repu blican, as whether a 
measu re is the best policy and wheth­ 
er a candidate is the best man. Today 
the word ‘merit’ is more powerfu l than 
the word ‘party .’ We mu st name ou r 
pu rest, strongest, ablest men 
who 
most powerfu lly appeal to the confi­ 
dence and respect of the people, lf we 
wou ld win with ou r candidates; and 
we mu st show the righteou sness and 
wisdom of ou r measu res if we wou ld 
win with ou r policies. After we nom 
inate and resolv e, we mu st ju stify and 
elect. 
“Bu t we are not concerned with 
state candidates only . We will do ou r 
best to name national candidates as 
well. 
Two y ears ago u pon this plat­ 
form I said that the man whom Indi­ 
ana wou ld su pport for the presidential 
nomination is Charles W. Fairbanks. 
To that statement we are steadfast. 
Let u s now mov e forward to its con­ 
su mmation with that harmony , based 
[ on reason for harmony , which brings 
su ccess. 
“Ou r party has the nation’s conf! 
dence becau se it believ es in American 
ideals; y es, bu t ev en more becau se it 
I insists in enacting those ideals into 
j law*s and realizing those ideals in the 
administration of the laws. 
No ju g- 
j gling with the people’s faith for u s; 
no fooling of the people in the open 
and betray ing them in secret for u s. 
“We dare not ‘play politics’; we 
mu st 
practice statesmanship. 
We 
dare not render the nation the lip­ 
serv ice of the hy pocite; w7e mu st giv e 
the nation the heart dev otion of the 
honest, earnest and sincere man. Let 
u s bear forward the sacred banner of 
ou r fathers, consecrating it anew to 
the people’s welfare in ou r day as ou r 
fathers did la their day . With the old 
spirit of ’76 and ’61 let u s mov e on­ 
ward to the battles of th© fu tu re. 
So 
shall ou r glory not depart, bu t gather 
each y ear fresh a nd increa sing splen­ 
dor.” 
Sena to r Hemenwa y ’e Address. 
Sena to r Ja mes A. Hemenwa y wa s 
lo udly a ppla uded when he spo ke fo r 
a co ntinua nce o f Republica n po licies, 
a nd sa id tha t public o pinio n wa s ra p­ 
idly centering to wa rd the no mina tio n 
o f Vice President Fa irba nks fo r presi­ 
dent. 
He pa id a tribute to the v ice 
president, a nd sa id tha t he ha d been 
o ne o f the clo sest a nd ©o ft trusted 


adv isers of President Vie.~L."oy . 
Sen­ 
ator Hemenway said: 
“The Repu blican party came into 
pow7er with the election of Abraham 
Lincoln 
and 
carried 
the 
cou ntry 
throu gh the civ il war to a su ccessfu l 
conclu sion and settled forev er the 
qu estions which gav e rise to the war. 
It was the Repu blican party that bore 
the bu rden of the reconstru ction peri­ 
od which followed after fou r y ears of 
destru ctiv e warfare. This left u s bu r­

“As my colleagu e, the senior sena­ 
tor, has well said: 
‘We hav e enacted 
mu ch of good legislation u nder the 
administration of President Roosev elt/ 
It is now being enforced in the v igor­ 
ou s Roosev elt sty le and will, no dou bt, 
resu lt in great benefit to the people. 
No one will adv ocate its repeal u ntil 
it has been giv en a fair trial. Then I 
hav e no dou bt from time to time it 
will be amended as ex perience points 
ou t the necessity for amendment. 
“Recently , in the midst of this won­ 
derfu l prosperity , the clou ds were seen 
hov ering ov er the skies. 
The bank;* 
limited the amou nt they wou ld pay tc 
their depositors, and in spite of the 
fact that there is $150,000,000 more in 
circu lation, or that ou ght to be in cir­ 
cu lation, than we had six months ago, 
we are told that there is an insu ffici­ 
ent amou nt of cu rrency to transact the 
bu siness of the cou ntry . 
“I hav e alway s believ ed, and I still 
believ e, that the Repu blican party is 
equ al to all emergencies, and that for 
the time being we shou ld be content 
to abide by the old Repu blican ideas, 
and there shou ld be a cessation of ex ­ 
perimental legislation u ntil the legisla­ 
tion now enacted shall hav e ample 
time to he tried ou t, and the people 
shotted he edu cated in the u nderstand­ 
ing that all ills cannot be cu red by 
legislation.

own 
ju dgment 
there ghou l be legislation on the cu r­ 
rency qu st'on, bu t only after carefu l 
considerattern of the problems now 
confronting u s.

The people of a cou ntry can hold a 
party responsible for its failu re and 
giv e it credit for its su ccess.

people it eau be pu nished at the su c­ 
ceeding election. If it keeps its prom­ 
ises and Is able to point to du ty per­ 
formed, the people can reward it by 
retu rning it to pow7er. The principles 
of the Repu blican party are the com­ 
bined intellect and wisdom of all the 
members of that party rather than in­ 
div idu al v iews. 
The temporary finan­ 
cial trou ble throu gh w'hich w7e are 
passing I hope cannot long endu re be­ 
cau se there is no fu ndamental reason 
for the continu ance of su ch conditions.

Fifty six years ago , in the summer o f 
1851, Whistler, then a bo y o f sixteen, 
entered the Military academy.

that early.age in life he had already 
begun to sho w 
marked talent fo r

emy sho w he was at the head o f his 
class in that department. One o f the 
West Po int Instructo rs was First Lieu­
